Atlanta's Greeting to the Presi- 
dent Yesterday Was Cordial 
and Unanimous, 


WSS MET AT THE STATION 
AY A BIG COMMITTEE 
OF LEADING CITIZENS 


Whistles Blew, Bells Rang and Peo- 
ple Shouted—The March Out 
Whitehall and Peachtree to 
the Park Was a Tri- 
umphai One. 


In all her history Atlanta hag never 
accorded quite so royal and enthusiastic 
a welcome to an honored guest as tha‘ 
given President Roosevelt. 

Almost from the moment he stepped 
from train upon arrival at the 
Terminal station, he found himself sur- 
rounded admiring thousands who 
crowded the approaches and lined the 
streets, often far beyond the limits fixed 
by the police. 

Tall buildings and gtore tops 
grand stands for thousands who were 
fortunate enough to elimb above the 
tightly packed masses of humanity on 
the sidewalks below, where motion was 
practically impossible.

With flags floating everywhere to the 
breeze and tri-colored bunting picturing 
the patriotic sentiment that was voic d 
from the throats of enthusiastic thoue 
Sands as the president's carriage passed, 
it seemed more than a testil day. It 
Was more like the homecoming. of 2 
triumphant conqueror. It was, in fact, 
the presence of a peaceful conqueror of 
the nation’s heart 

The President’s Arrival. 

At 10 o’clock to the minute Presiden: 
Roosevelt's special train rolled into the 
Terminal station, lis approack and ar- 
rival. being announced by continuous 
whistle blasts, the signal for ghouts of 
welcome from the assembled crowds. 

Long before !10*o’clock people began to 
gather by the thousand in the plaza be- 
fore the station, and crowded the depot 
to the very gates. It was with difficulty 
that the policemen kept them back, ¢lear- 
ing the way for incoming passengers. 
The surrounding sidewalks, seemed 
one seething mass of humanity. 

On Forsyth street and Madison avenue 
Were assembled the troops in command 
of Colonel Van Orsdaile, of the Seven- 
teenth United States infantry. Two com- 
panies of the Seventeenth li. ed the car- 
riage driveway nto the station on either 
side, and no unauthorized person was uai- 
lowed to enter in that direction. 

The reception committee and the com- 
mittee on general management, which 
gathered at 9 oclock in Mayor Woou- 
ward's office and completed ther gr- 
‘Yangements for the day. drove in ecar- 
riages to the station, reaching there 
about 9:40 o'elock, or twenty minutes 
e the arrival of the president's spe- 
The committee's carriages were ad- 
mitted to the driveway and the memb srs 
"Of t committee entered the station. 

President Roosevelt, accomparlel by 
Senator A. S. Clay, was the first mem- 
ber of the party to alight from the tra n. 
At once the members of the committee 
were around him, amoenez the first ceinzg 
Terrell, Governor Heyward, of 
Carol.na, and W oodwird 
introwuced to Pr osid«nt 
Roosevelt by Senat.r Clay. The many 
Who had gathered also shook 
the president, and then met 
Mrs Roosevelt.
